meeting of th* Kentucky 
tioa acommitt** waa appointed to draw 
up tbe proposed act, and Attend to it* 
proper pr**«nlAlioa to th* attention of 
tb* next Kentucky Legislature Tbe 
matter require* no farther explanation 
than i* afforded by its provision*, which 
ar* plainly jtal.d. It i* clear enough 
that, by thi* publication, in caa* of 
forced sal* th* debtor whoee property ia 
sold, *• well as tb* creditor, would be 
gain:r. Law* requiring such publication 
• xiat in other Stale* In Kentucky th* 
legal rsquirernant i* catisfled when even 
a notice ha* been printed and posted up— 
•ven though no attention were given lo 
ita prominence in th* only places where 
any benefit would follow. The law is on* 
which may b* obeyed in lettsr, while ia 
•pirit it may be wholly disregarded This 
proposed act ia certainly a* reasonable a 
matter for legislation as will come be- 
fore the law-makers of ih* State, and one 
demanding attention. As th* law now 
•lands, property at forced sale is at th* 
mercy of speculators in many instance*. 
By the enactment of thi* propo*eal law 
A trifling cost would giv* A forced sals all 
tb* genuine publicity of any other trans- 
action, and tbe expense to th* Slate 
would be nothing. 

"An act to regulate tb* publication of 
all legal notice*. 
"Sic. L Beit tnatted oy the G aural Af 
eemily of the Commonwealth of A'n/ucity, 
That in all judicial proceeding* in ibe 
court* of tbia State, and all proceeding* 
ol executor*, administrator*, guardians, 
trusts**, and in all other cases in <v hich 
publication of legal aotices is required by 
law, such publication shall b* made 
through ibe medium of at !*ast two new«- 
pap*ra published in th* county wherein 
such proceeding* ar* to beheld or to take 
effect. 

• SitJ 2. That all legal proceedings per- 
taining to the action of administrators, 
executors, guardians trustee-, all attach- 
ment and non-resident notices, all orders 
for sal.es ol land by decree, judgment, or 
under execution or mortage, or for taxet, 
by sheriffs, marshal*, or constables, and 
all other officere, when tbe amount in- 
volved is $20 or upward*; all divorce and 
feme sole nolicea; all eslray notice* when 
lb* value of the animal exceeds $15. Pub- 
lication of all actions in tb* eases afore- 
said shall be made by the Sheriff. Con- 
stable, guardian, trustee, executor, or 
other officer having charge of th* same 
for four insertions preceding ancb Action, 
And no sale or other action in such pro- 
ceedings shall b* valid unless such pub- 
lication shall bars been previously made 
for the length of time above mentioned 
in two newspapers published in the 
county wherein such proceeding* are to 
be held or to take effect. 

"Sao. 3. It aball be tbe duty oflhe pub- 
lishers cf all newspapers publishing 
such legal advertisements to file a copy 
of th* advertisement, with th* bill for the 
same, in the case ia which the proceed- 
ing* were had. which shall be prima faeie 
evidence that such notice was published 
as required by law. 

"Sac 4 All each advertisements made 
under tbe provisions of this act shall be 
paid for At tb* usual rale* of advertising, 
and tbe amount shall be taxed as cost*, 
and paid out of the fund in the case as 
other coats ar* paid. 

"Boo 5 This act shall apply to those 
counties only in which a newtpaper it 
publithed, and, if there.be only one news- 
paper in tbe counlv, publication shall b* 
made in it. 

"Sac. 6 All other general acta in con- 
flict wilb the provisions ol this act shall 
be, and ar* hereby, repealed.

The pear is a delicious fruit, and 
should In- planted in every garden 
where there is suitable aoiL Dttf, 
light, black prarie soil is not suitable 
for the pear; nor d >es it thrive well on 
wet clay soil. It is l»cst suited on dry, 
rolling clay soil, either prairie or tim- 
ber. Give the trees clean, mellow 
cultivation, with no nianmv, mMh 
the soil is too poor for half n crop of 
wheat. To make soil like the nhove I 
would recommend digging a large hole 
to set the tree in and hauling a wagon 
load or two of clay to fill the hole, 
having the ground w ell surf u e-di-tiini'.l 
with deep furrows between the rows. 
The dwarf tree on quince root is apt 
to winter-kill unless well mulched; but 
on tlie pear root after it has stood a 
few years, the roots strike so deep that 
they are not apt to winter-kill. In 
setting out, a good thorough mulch- 
ing is necessary. When the trees 
send out long shoots in summer, 
shorten as they grow. — New England
